The Neanderthal SkulL 


Testerday Bert Stewart received a plaster, 


oast of the famous Neanderthal skull, and 
alao a cast of the restored head. The casts 
came from Dr. J. P. MacLean, of Ohio, the 
gentleman who lectured here last winter on 
tho "Mound Builders." The Neanderthal skul 
waa taken, together with other bones, from a 
email cave or grotto in the valley of the Dus- 
sel river, near Dusacldorf, about seventy 
mlloa north of the celebrated Llego oaverna. 
The skull was found upon the floor of the cav- 
ern.oovored five leet deep with loam and mud. 
Tho high antiquity of these bones Is conceded 
by all scientists. Dr. Buchner is positive that 
thla skull Is pro-glacial In Its origin. He says: 
"The loam deposit which partly fill the caves 
of the Neanderthal and the clefts and fissures 
of Its limestone mountains, In which this skull 
waa found. Is exactly thd same as that which 
covers the mountains with a deposit from ten 
to twelve iuot In thicknes and the duluvlal 
origin of which Is unmistakable." Dr. Fuhl- 
roth eays: "In my Judgment, It oomes down to 
us trom a perlud of tho past when our native 
country wa5 still Inhabited by various kinds 
of anltnuls, especially mammoths and cave 
boars, which havo long since disappeared out 
of the series of living creatures " irof. Hux- 
ley says: "It indicates a very high antiquity." 
In ilt'Scribiug It, Huilcy BBJB: "Ithasa^.ex- 
trenie length of eight Inches, while Us breadth 
laonlyDJi inches. It is extremely depressed, 
meiisuriug only about 8 Inches from the gla- 
bello-occlpital line to tho vortex. It has cer- 
tainly not undergone compression, and In re- 
ply to the suggestion that the skull Is that of 
on Idiot It may bo urged that the onus pro- 
bandi lies with those who adopt the hypothesis. 
Idiocy is compatible with very various forms 
and capacities ol the cranium, but I know of 
none whk'h present tho least resemblance to 
the Neanderthal skull, 


Dr. J. f. Mao Lean procured a oast of It frooc1 


tbe Fri'iiuh museum to use In hla lecture on 
tho "Antiquity of Han." and having had a 
mould luudo, he has made several casts for the 
various museums and learned societies. The 
Stute Museum at Sprlnntteld hao bcuufurnish- 
ed by him with casts, and ihi'80 are the only 
cues in the state except those ho has Just sent 
Mr. Stewart. The sclcutiHc value of the skull 
is very great, being considered as a type of a 
race now eitinct or developed Into a substan 
tlally different epecles.

Huxley, Buys: "It truly forms only the ex- 
treme member of a series leading by slow de- 
grees to tho highest and best developed forms 
of human snull." others oonttmd that It Is to 
be taken as a type or rcprtsentatlve of a man- 
like raco that existed contemporaneously with 
the mastodon, aurt probably before the ice-ago, 
but wblch became extinct with those animals, 
tho bone^ of which are so often found with 
these semi-human remains, and that It is to be 
looked upon as a separate species, very like 
yet vcrydistlnct from the present man. How- 
ever this may bo, tho Neanderthal skull is of 
great scientific value,and Blr. Stewart Is happy 
to be In possusslou of a true cast of it.
